"The Authorized ac.d Bevised Editions 
of the Bible." 


The King James revision of the bibl 


bears the date of 1611; that of the re 
vision, 1885. 
§'|A.t the coronation of King James 
there were three different bibles in use 
King James saw the great glory to his 
reign if a new revision was made anc 
when it was proposed he immediately 
favored it. He appointed 
fifty-four 


scholars to do the work. They received 
no pay. 
They divided into six compa 


nies and did their work well. They 
were in no haste but revised again and 
again eome parjs of the work. It took 
them about five years to complete the 
work. 


There were critics who offered many 


changes, but their criticisms were not 
received.' 


It was only a few years before the bi- 


ble was receivBd everywhere1 by the Eng- 
lish people 


It is one of the grandest books, as 


far as language is concerned. It has the 
greatest influence of all books. It has 
entered into all of the( most precious 
things in bur lives. If it were destroyed 
it could easily be replaced! by quotations 
•from English literature. For over three 
centuries it has; been growing into the 
It nguage and affections of the English 
speaking people, and today millions o) 
people love the old version. 


There are many reasons why there 


was a need of a new revision; many old 
manuscripts have been found which 
. show that changes ought to be made 


The English language has greatly 


changed, and therefore -there are many 


• expressions and words that we cannol 
readily understand. 


Again there are many expressions 


found in King James version that are 
not-found in the oldest manuscripts. 


Again the scholars of King James: 


day knew very little about the geogra- 
phy or countries of Palestine and Egypt 


• and hence there are mistakes in that re- 


gard and we ought to have the very best 
that scholarship can give. 


In June1,-1870, the revision of the 


bible began in' England and also by a 
set of revisers in America. It 
was re- 


vised some six or seven times before it 
was given to the world. Fourteen years 
had passed before their work was done. 
Changes have been made but no essen- 
tial doctrine has been changed. It is 
nearer to the original Greek and Hebrew 
languages than any other; version. 


When it was published there was the 


greatest, excitement this world ever 
knew. In two weeks millions of people 
had it. The whole new testament was 
telegraphed from New York to Chicago. 
The longest message ever sent by men, 
and it was printed in a' Chicago daily 
paper. 


Let us prize.this precious gift of God. 


All Souls Church. 


The sermon by Bev. A. G. Wilson at 


All Souls church yesterday, considered 
some phases of the social problem. Fol- 
lowing is a portion of the sermon: 


I do not see how a strong race or a 


vigorous civilization can exist under any 
other-conditions than the spur of neces- 
sity.. The survival of the fittest is a 
cruel law as applied to the individual,but 
it is the only method of possible pro- 
gress. If you take away from life the 
(element of strife, or 'remove individual 
competition of mind or hand, you re- 
duce the world's workers and give us a 
race of shirkers. Poverty and riches 
are relative conditions,and social distinc- 
tions on'the basis of 
possession can 


never be abolished. 
Nor would it be 


desirable. 
Uniformity of either power 


or possession mean's barbarism. Variety 
and diversity are the marks of civiliza- 
tion. Universal wealth, if • it were pos- 
sible, would be universal stagnation. 
There are only two things adequate to 
move ' men 
to 
action—authority or 


necessity; 
and it is 
not as bad 


to 
be' 
a 
slave 
to 
conditions 


that may ba remedied by labor as to be 
a slave to authority. 
Men will do under 


the spur of necessity what they would 
not do under the dictation of authority. 
Military rule is more degrading as a 
permanent condition than the slavery of

Outside of the busy little manufac- 
turing city, of Fall River, Mass., there 
are few people who know anything of 
the. recent life and present circum- 
stances of Lizzie Borden, whose fa- 
mous trial and- subsequent acquittal, 
.on the charge of murdering >her father. 
and mother, sis years ago,,.will not 
soon be forgotten. 
.

Lizzie Borden, he says, was not in 


Europe, .nor is it true that she intends 
"opening a' select boardiag school for 
. young ladies next season." It is true 
that she may have plans in view for 
occupying her. time teaching a few 
private'pupils, but there is no ground 
lor saying that she is going to open a 
boarding school. She is more likely 
to found a library or give the town an 


. observatory fitted oc-t with a good tel- 


escope, of. modest dimensions, but 


: strong magnifying powers; or perhaps 
she may give the'County Gaol an ad- 
equate reading room, thus enabling the 
inmates to endure the' maddening 
monotony of prison life.- I called on 
Miss Borden and found tier the same 
quiet; and exceedingly modest young 
lady that she .was during the unevent- 
ful-years preceding the fearful trag- 
edy. 
'.She has grown a little stouter in 


figure, a little more" reserved in man- 
ner, a little more uncommunicativn 
.In her associations with'people, and 
besides she now wears. glasses, which 
lend' just a hint, of . exclusiveuess to 
her demeanor, but >£ter all she is the 
same, wel):bred, .pleasing appearing 
young lady -who was welcomed all her 
life, by the best families of Fall River. 


. Those thrilling scenes of '92-3 are of 


- the .past: All that remain of the fated 


Borden family are the two sisters—Liz- 
zie Borden, aged 37 years, and Emma 
li. Borden, 42 years old. ' They are in- 
separable companions. 


Lizzie is much the younger in ap- 


pearance and manner. She is a plump, 
' large statured-' young woman, with a 
; large head, and 'fair, Ml face, with 
heavy, light brown hair, and a well 
developed almost noble brow. She 
now lives "on the Hill," in the^ fash- 
ionable part- of the city, overlooking 
the bay and river. The neighborhood 
•was not congenial to Miss Borden, 


; many of whose young friends lived 
...on the Hill high above the dust and 
roar of trucks and traffic. 


After the trial Miss Borden, who is 


said to have inherited the business in- 
Btincts of her prudent father, took up 
her home a mile away to the north 
where 'the imposing architecture of 
handsome villas crowns the heights of 
the fashionable district. Finding her- 
self possessed of her father's fortune 
of 5350,000—that is, she and her sis- 
ter—it was easy to buy a comfortable 
•home amid quiet elegant, surroundings. 


. Miss Borden declines to discuss any 
feature of her life or affairs except 
•with.Jier attorney,: banker and busi- 
ness agent. But those who have been. 
intimate with herself and family long 
years speak in'this strain: 
. ''Since she was tried for her life and 
acquitted, she has lived very quietly, 
and seen very few of her old friends 
and acquaintances. 
One of the first 


things she did was to buy a house in 
the aristocratic part of the town. She 
complained when living with her fam- 
ily down in the manufacturing district 
of a lack of, conveniences. She wanted

her father to live in more style, but 
he was a plain old-fashioned man, the 
Russell Sage of Fall. River, who knew 
the value of a dollar to the hundredth 
part of a cent, and he did not care to 
indulge in what he called the extrav- 
agances of modern life. With her new 
house she bought a pair of horses ana 
a carriage, engaged a coachman, and 
.now she drives out every day in style, 
going shopping, occasionally doing a 
little visiting, making calls on her 
banker, attorney or agent, as business 
may require, but otherwise she is sel- 
dom seen, .for she makes very few 
social calls;, and I doubt if she often 
attends church—at least in Fall River. 


"The two sisters are jointly taxed 


on property assessed at $219,6-50. This 
does not include mill or bank stocks. 
The sisters paid • $3,909.77 taxes 
for 


1898. Ine property 'is in the heart of 
the business; district,"where values arc 
high. As above stated, the total value 
of their property .is $350,000—a com- 
fortable sura of more than a Quarter 
.or'a million dollars." 


Yet with all this wealth, these sur- 


roundings of culture and refinement, 
the girl must, carry a burden -calcu- 
lated to break down the strongest na- 
ture. Her acquittal and innocence do 


1 not prevent the cold indifference of a 
majority of .the town. For a "guiltless 
woman of gentle breeding; a;Christian 
.by profession atd association, • to en- 
dure the stuclied silence, the. avartsd 


gaze, "ctte steady. BlirWk'mg • away ol 
those ivho .were once friends and had 
red blood in their.veins, requires the 
nerve of battlefield heroes. 


It has long been a subject of won- 


der that Lizzie Borden.,has remained 
in Fall River seeking to live clown the 
inevitable connection of her name 
with the most terrible crime of tis 
century. When the law declared her 
innocent, it is asked, would she not 
have' been -more than justified in snak- 
ing the dust of Pall River -from her 
feet forever, and going elsewhere for 
happiness and a home? What would 
any honest, outraged victim feel after 
vindication but indignation and con- 
tempt for,a community that has per- 
sistently and :remorsely sought to 
prove her guilty? 


• ' And again it is asked, if she thought 
it best to remain and live down.crit- 
icism, why, in the full consciousness 
of her innocence, did she not instant-

Lizzie Borden had a fortune, and the 


best detective skill in the country, 
with all the'power of the law, was at 
her command.

In 1SS2 a noted funeral was held in 


this town of Fall River. • In the coffin 
were the remains of father and step- 
mother, hacked to pieces with an ax: 
The solemnity of'that fearful day still 
hangs like a pall over all belonging 
to the unfortunate Borden family. Mr. 
Andrew J. Borclen, the father of lAz- 
zie, was numbered among the wealthy 
and influential;'men of the city. Be- 
sides owning valuable farms and real 
estate in town, he was president of 
the Union Savings bank, a director of 
the Merchants' Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of a-safe deposit company, of the 
Troy Cotton, and Woolen - Manufac- 
tory and other money-making enter- 
prises, besides a large and prosperous 
undertaking concern in, Fall 
River. 


Just before his assassination he had 
built one 'of the finest business blocks 
in the city. 


The Bordens came from one .of the 


oldest and most, representative New 
England families, and a noted trait 
for 200 years of all bearing the name 
has been fearlessness and unbending 
will when pursued or pursuing. When 
once embarked in a scheme or enter- 
prise, when once determined'to carry 
out a purpose, they never yield. This 
trait, it is declared, is possessed in an 
eminent degree by Lizzie Borden.

' From the 'New York Herald: Aa 
expedition recently sent out from Engr 
land to the Murray islands has brought 
some interesting information about the 


• islanders. 
These primitive people, it 


appears, cannot count higher than two. 
"Netat" is. their word for one, and 
"nets" for two.. When they want to 
say three they "say "one-two" (netat- 
nets), and when they want to say four 
thiey say "two-two" (nets-nets). High- 
er figures than these they express by 
means of their " bodies. Thus, they 
begin to count from .the 'little finger 


"of 
the left hand, and, proceeding 


thence to the other fingers, they suc- 
cessively reach the wrist, the arm, the 
shoulder, the right 
arm, ' the 
right 


wrist and finally the fingers of the 
Tight hand. 
In this way they can 


count as high as thirty-one. 
When 


they want to express a higher number 
than : this they can only use the word 
"gaire," which signifies many. This 
ancient' method of counting, however, 
is fast disappearing, thanks to the 
strenuous efforts which the .English 
are making to 'teach the islanders the 
ordinary rules .of arithmetic. Ethnol-

After peace had. been made Big Foot 


Wallace returned to Texas, intending 
to do a little farming and raise a herd 
of cattle, but the Indians would not 
let the people alone, and he-had to re- 
sume his old occupation -of lolling 
them.

mountain fastnesses a hundred times, 
and skirmished with, them equally as 
often. He fought nine pitched battles 
with them, beating them every time. 


This broke th* power of the Co- 


mancbes and they never made another 
murdering expedition into that part of 
Texas. 


The H.ipans upon one occasion sur- 


prised I.Vig Foot and made him a pris- 
oner., A few days afterward Big Foot 
escaped !and fled to his home. To his 
surprise,'when he rode up to his gate, 
he; foufrd Juan Castro, their chief, 
there .to salute him.
